Strikers coach John Kosmina is 
unlikely to make any changes to his 
squad for tonight’s match against 
Sydney glamour side Northern Spirit. 


Three matches into the season and it 
appears as though the Strikers coach has 
got things right, with his side sitting atop 
the National League table after three solid 
victories.

To talk to the man, you would think 
he has a wealth of experience in the 
National League and a focussed outlook 
on the future. 

And certainly, Shane Stefanutto has the 
latter, but after listening to him, you would 
find it hard to believe he is just 19 years of 
age and has played in only a handful of 
National League matches. 

In fact it is only the defender’s second 
season in the big league, following three years 
with the Queensland Academy of Sport. 

For the soccer purist, Shane Stefanutto is 
a classic example of a talented player being 
identified early and coming through the ranks 
to play for his state’s National League team. 

Born and bred in Cairns, an area which 
has proved a good breeding ground for 
Queensland players, Stefanutto was spotted 
early in his sporting career by the then South- 
East Queensland Director of Coaching 
Andrew Bettell. 

“He basically told me to come down to 
Brisbane to expose myself to better 
competition and give myself the best chance 
of making representative teams,” Shane said. 

And the rest as they say is history. But it 
wasn’t just a case of Shane, packing his bags 
and heading for the big smoke. Being a 
teenager, if Shane was to move down to the 
south-east corner, so too was his family. 

Incredibly, his parents decided to make the 
massive move from Cairns, to settle on the 
Gold Coast. 

“Tt was an amazing thing they did, and they 
did it basically all for me,” Shane said. 

“I guess that move showed the amount of 
faith they had in my ability and I would dearly 
love to repay them back some day, through 
my soccer.” 


On the Gold Coast, Stefanutto played with 


Southport in the local competition, and 
before long was rewarded with a place in 
the QAS squad. 


And it was under coach and former National 
League stalwart Gary Phillips, that the young 
defender began to really blossom. 


“Gary helped me a great deal. He has a 
good program there especially when you 
consider the number of QAS players to rise 
up to the Strikers ranks,” Shane said. 


“| think it also helps that Gary has been 
there and done it all before, so he can prepare 
you for the big step up. 


“Having said that I think it still comes down 
to the individual and their desire to perform 
at the top level.” 


Shane said he was still adjusting to the pace 
and skill of the NSL, however a season with 
the Gold Coast in the XXXX Premier League 
had helped him considerably. 


“The XXXX League is probably more 
physical than the National League, so the 
time spent with the Gold Coast this year, 
helped toughen me up and prepare me for 
the National League,” the young defender 
said. 


“Having experienced players like Nick 
Meredith and Glenn Gwynne around has also 
helped me heaps. They're very influential, 
because you see how they lead from the front 
and you try to emulate what they do. When 
they tell you to do something you listen and 
you learn.” 


Shane said he would like to continue with 
the Strikers after his contract runs out at the 
end of the year and ultimately, play 
professionaly for Australia.
